CIGAKS AT $1000 PEI PER THOUSAND. 


A Good Cigar Cannot Be Bought for 
10 Cents. 
[Chicago News.) « 

“The highest priced cigars handled 
in the regular trade.”’ said the Chicago 
representative of a noted firm ef cigar 
manufacturers, are worth $500 a 1000. 
We have filled a few orders at that 
figure, and more at $400, $350 and $300. 
The trade in goods) hke these is not 
large. A$500 cigar would to be sold 
for $1 straight, while a $300 cigar brings 
50 cents at retail. The trade in such 
goods is chiefly about the holidays, for 
presents. The most costly cigars I ever 
heard of was a lot which our house 
made for the Crown Prince of Ger- 
many. The price was $1000 a 1000. No 
better cigars were ever made, or could 
be made. The stock was selected from 
the choicest, and each wrapper was 
chosen from a dozen or more of the 
best pieces. The result was a 
perfect smoking cigar, but for all 
that I am free to say that there 
was not a thousand.dollars of value in 
them. I claim that value cannot be 
put in a cigar that is to retail at 75 
cents or $1. Not one man out of 
10,000 can tell the difference between 
a 50-cent cigar and a $l cigar. In 
fact, a perfect smoke can ard is made 
for 25 cents. How about the dime 
cigars? Well, it is, unfortunately, true 
that a man cannot get a good smoke 
wp dime. Most smokers are unable 

to get satisfaction from a cigar con- 
taining domestic tobacco, and a good 
Havana cigar cannot be retailed in 
this country at 10 cents. That is be- 
cause of the tariff. Ifit were not for 
the import duties the Havana cigars 
now sold in this country for a dime 
could be sold for a nickle, and better 

oods in about the same proportion. 
ake, for instance, a cigar which costs 
$30 in Havana, ‘That only a fair 
cigar. Government must be paid 
2 per cent, ad valorem, or 
$7.50, and $2.50 a pound besides. 
If the cigars weigh 12 pounds 
to the thousand that makes $30 more, 
or $67.50 first cost. As a matter of 
fact, such a cigar cannot be handled 
for the retail trade at a dime. The 
average dime cigar costs from $18 to 
$25 in Havana. The tax burden is 
not so heavy in proportion.on the bet- 
ter grades of goods, for the reason that 
cheap cigars will weigh as much as 
ood ones, and the . ema tax 1s 
evied by weight. It thus happens 
that the salaried ‘man who thinks he 
can afford to smoke 10-cent cigars is 
taxed much more in proportion than 
the rich man wh!) smokes 25-centers or 
three for $1. With a proper distribu- 
tion of the tax it would be just about 
possible to sell an’ acceptable Havana 
cigar for a dime, a thing which is now 
almost precluded by the conditions 
imposed upon the trade. It is true 
that a man can save a little money by 
buying his cigars by the box, but he is 
foolish to do so unless he has a proper 
lace to keep them. Unless cigars are 
ptin an air-tight with a moist- 
ened, not soaked, sponge or blotting- 
therein, they wi quickly spoil and 
me unfit for smoking know the 
complaint is general that a good cigar 
cannot be purchased for a dime, and 
whenever any of my friends speak to 
me about it, I tell them that the best 
thing they can do is to smoke fewer 
cigars and better ones.. The man who 
allows himself four dime cigars a day 
will get better satisfaction out of three 
costing 40 cents. More than this, a 
man is better off if he lets smokieg 
alone till after dinner.”’
